Following is a letter received by a 
subscriber of COMMON SENSE from 
a friend in Austria. We publish this so 
that Americans may understand what 
it means to be at the mercy of Com- 
munism. 


Vienna, 1947. 

My dear L: 
It is difficult to express in words what 
all happened in the home of the late 


‘sister of my mother, Family P. First the 


Russians broke in the house and stole 
practically everything. Then a Russian 
major moved in and gave his word of 
honor that the few furniture pieces 
that remained would not be taken 
away. But when he moved out a few 
months later, he forgot nothing except 
his word of honor — that he forgot 
completely. Nothing was left of a 
household completely and luxuriously 
furnished for six persons — not a single 
handkerchief. The rugs, furs, clothes, 
household utensils, glassware, china- 
ware, silver, jewelry, everything went 
to Russia. 

Mother and | salvaged a few family 
pictures. And now we have been told 
that this house (where we are presently 
living) was confiscated as being Ger- 
man property and that we only rent 
from them. The Russians, we are told; 
are looking only for the things stolen 


‘ fronr them when the Germans invaded 


Russia. One would like to punch these 
fellows in the face when they lie to us 
like that, but one has to make a friend- 
ly face and act as if one does not sus- 
pect they lie all the time. 

People constantly disappear and 
one never hears from them again; even 
members of the Parliament go, al- 
though they should be immune.

done, although we had a definite de- 
scription to go by and the man could 
easily have been caught. At _the Rus- 
sian Military Headquarters we were 
told this was no doubt the case of a 
Nazi wearing a Russian uniform. | 
don’t favor Nazis, but this man looked 
like the typical Russian cut out of a 
picture book, couldn’t even speak Ger- 
man. One wonders why the Austrian 
police cannot enter the case, especially 
if, as in this case, the intruder was a 
camouflaged Nazi and as such would 
come under our laws. It is provoking 
to think they believe us so stupid as to 
believe them. 


The latest pest is our house-warden. 
He is Russian and visits us every few 
weeks, pretending he likes to talk about 
matters in the house but always stays 
for three or four hours, talking seem- 
ingly harmless (in fluent German) but 
in reality he is trying to find out where 
we stand politically and tries to find 
out what others think about the Rus- 
sians, and above all, wants to know 
whether we have connections with Eng- 
land, America, or both of them. Eng- 


land and America are the target of their | 


greatest hatred and one cannot describe 


this hate they have against them. They| 


denounce them and say they collab- 
orated with the Nazis. 


Not long ago they questioned us| é 
very thoroughly about a family which | 


was heard talking French. The Rus- 


sians thought it was English and want-| 


ed to know whether they go to Vienna| 
sometimes, whether they have visitors, 
and whether they have friends who are 
foreigners. They also wanted to know 
what we discuss when we go to see 
them, etc. You can imagine how nerve-

What a problem it is! The Russian 
children want to play with our children 
and are offended if they are not accept- 
ed as playmates. However, it our 
children accept their offer to play with 
them, the Russian children immediately 
become their ‘‘masters’’, take all their 
toys for good, and if our children cry, 
they just pull a knife and let them have 
it, They have no respect for elderly 
people, either. 


All of this is more or less private 
misery, and now I must say a few 
words about the greater misery of the 
whole state. .We could have far ad- 
vanced economically if they would not 
constantly sabotage our efforts to stab- 
ilize our economy. | already told you 
what they did to the farmers and, there- 
by, to our agriculture. Besides, they 
took all the machines out of our fac- 
tories —- even those which were not 
German-owned, as they claimed them 
to be — and did the same with our 
public telephones. All warehouses were 
stripped of their contents. 


Much of the coal which the Austrian 
Government, purchased as a compen- 
sation for other goods given in ex- 
change, was confiscated, and as a con- 
sequence many factories are idle. They 
also took all raw material, but if once 
in a great while they let us have a cer- 
|tain part of some raw material, they 
|made a big fuss about it and call it an 
outright gift to the people. Worst of 
all, they smuggled German currency 
into the country shortly before the 
| German Mark was abolished, and then 
demanded they receive full value in 
Austrian schillings, which, of course, 
had to be done, too. They thereby 
undermined the stability of our values. 
We know definitely they plan to ruin 
(us completely and we fight desper- 
‘ately to survive. Will we succeed? 
We hope the other Allies will not let
